ALTONA MAN DIES IN 
BOATING TRAGEDY 


An Altona North man died in a boating mishap off the 
coast of New South Wales on Sunday morning. 


Killed was Mr, William 
John Turner, a resident of 
Hatherley Grove, Altona 
North, for the past 15. 
years. 

Before that Mr. Turner, 
59, had lived all his life in 
Footscray. 

Mr. Turner’s son, 
William jnr., said that his 
father, a keen fisherman, 
fiad gone up to the New 
‘South Wales coast with 
this son-in-law. 


“We're stilt not sure 
how he died —- whether. he 
just slipped off the boat 
and drowned, or had a 
heart attack first,” he said. 

Mr. Turner had been 
employed by the Gas and 
Fuel Association for five 


years, 
Before that he had 
worked as_a_ builders’ 


laborer for 20 years with 
Footscray contractors, 
Barnes and Son. 
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Mr. Turner was a_for- 
mer member of the Foot- 
scray Bowling Club. 

A funeral service will be 
held’ at Nelson Brothers 
Chapel, Footscray, on 
Thursday, at 11 am.

That’s the day she re- 
tires as director of the 
Altona Baptist kinder- 
garten, Sargood Street —- 
a job that she has held 
for 26 years. el 

Of course, it has been . 
much more than a job for 
Miss McGowan. 

She admits to loving” 
children and {aat they, in 
turn seem to love her, 

“Yes I feel a bit sad 
about it,” she’ cold me, at 
the same time motioning 
me to sit down on-one of 
the tiny seats, usually re- 


served for the - under- 
fives. . 

“But all along I knew 
the day would’ come 


when I would have to 
pack it in,” she said, 

“ve worked here for 
26 years in all. I started , 
after the war and we 
went for 10 years, then 
we closed down because | 
the hall was in disrepair, 
but we started up again 
in 1962, g 
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“We were the only kin- 
dergarten in Altona then, 
really, we opened one as 
a community iid. Now I 
guess there sre about 
eight or nine kindergar- 
tens around/nere. 

But despite the “com- 
petition”, the Altona Bap- 
tist kindergarten is still 
popular, 

“Every year we have 
had a full booking of 35, 
children, a lot. of parents 
even wanted to book next 
year,” she said, 

However, when Miss 
McGowan leaves, the kin- 
dergarten will close, and 
that makes her retire- 
ment a double 
disappointment. 

“There’s just no one to 
take over, so they’i] have 
to close it,” she said, 

But, switch the subject 
back to the children, and 
Miss McGowan’s smile 
retums. 

They’re like a family. 
With children around you 
can create such a happy 
atmosphere. When you 
win the friendship of a 
child it is real love, it’s so 
beautiful,” she said, 
, “In one family I taught 
‘seven children, and also 
in quite a few cases I 
have gone on to teach the 
children of ex-members 
of the kinder.”
